$30 a Month at 60! 


All over this country there is an emphatic and almost 
unanimous demand for an upward revision of the wretched 
$20 a month now paid to old age pensioners at the age of 70. 
(Alberta adds a bonus of $5.) 


The best answer the Hon. Mr. Llsley, Minister of Fin- 
ance, could make to this demand was that he could not go 
into the business just now because it would upset hia bud- 
get arrangements. 

No more cold-blooded and unworthy reply could be 
made to a nation that day-by-day is becoming more acute- 
ly conscious of the crying need for all phases of social 
security. 


To drag out the prgenties of the budget as an excuse 
for his failure to deal with Old Age Pensions was'an af- 
front to the intelligence of the Canadian people. 


The current budget provides another thousand million 
dollars as a gift to our comrades-in-arms. Several more 
billions of dollars are provided to back up our fighting ser- 
vices with essential equipment. 


To declare that the provision for a decent Old Age 
Pension would “upset” a budget of this magnitude is sheer 
nonsense. An adequate Old Age Pension does not conflict 
with the spirit of this budget. On the contrary, it is a ne- 
cessary corollary to it. For what is the use of promoting 
the morale of our allies, when we treat with contempt and 
neglect a measure that Ms vital to our own Canadian 
morale? 


The Old Age Pension Act has been in operation for 
many years and hag required revision for years. Every 
political party has pledged itself to such revision. Surely 
the Liberal Party cannot escape the clear mandate given to 
it in the general elections of 1935 and 1940 when the win- 
ning slogan was ‘Make money yeur servant and not your 
master.” 


And yet Mr. Ilsley confeases that he iq such a slave 
to the huge sums involved in his budget that he cannot in- 
troduce the small amount required to do justice to every 
Canadian pioneer! 


C.C.F. leader Coldwell spoke nothing less than the 
truth when he said, “Every member of the House of Com- 
mons is in duty bound to ace that $30.8 month at 60 years 
of age be given immediately to our worthy pioneers, with- « 
out the cruel, unjust regulations surrounding the present 
Act.” 


Prime Minister King recently fonfeased at a Labor 
convention, ‘We know. now.....-.-Our- vauflerings 

depression were entirely unneceasary.” We have found 
that there never was a lack of money, only a false under- 
standing of economics, plus a dishonest ‘sound money’ 
policy. 

And that is the point. It will cost absolutely nothing 
for the Canadian people to give every Canadian a minimum 
of $30 a month at the age of 60. More than that, it will ac- 
tually lessen the cost in money and unnecessary suffering 
and materially increase our nationat efficiency. 

For the thousands of unemployables over 60, now 
merely existing, are costing friends and authorities much 
more than the expense of a straightforward pension of $30 
a month to every citizen at 60. 


Everyone in Canada with an income in exceas of $600 
a year is being taxed. And if the few with good incomes at 
the age of 60. were to receive the $30 pension, it would be 
taxed back into the national treasury anyway. The costly 
bureaucracy now administering the humiliating and unjust 
regulations of the Old Age Pension Act is purely needless 
dead weight. 

Needy citizens at 60 need the pension now. They 
should not have to wait for the larger social sécurity plan 
next year or later. 

If Mr. Isley'’s budget can accommodate quite com- 
mendable billion dollar gifts to maintain the morale of our 
British cousins, it can just as easily accommodate provi- 
sions to maintain the morale of our own Canadian people.

In the lower picture, the 


18 Children Dead 


Nazi Raid on 
Church Kills 
21 Persons 


LONDON, May 31—(CP)—A 
six-foot carving of the crucifixion 
still hung today over a pile of 
rubble that was the parish church 
of a southwest England town un- 
ti) German raiders wrecked it 
Sunday, killing at least 18 chil- 
dren and three Sunday school 
teachers. 

The crucifixion was suspended 
from an archway which, besides 
the steeple, was the only part of the 
building left standing. 

While rescue workers still dug 
in debris in search of other vic- 
tims, the German radio. broadcast , 
@ communique of the raid which 
said: “Past German bombers raided 
harbor towns on the English south 
and southeast coast and dropped 
bombs of heavy calibre on instal- 
lations of military importance.”

In Attempted 


FORT WILLIAM, May’ 31.— 

(CP)—The Ontario provincial 
police, Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police and railway authorities to- 
day launched joint end fer-reach- 
ing investigations into reported 
attempts Sunday morning to 
wreck the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
wey’s Montreal-Vancouver pas- 
senger train near Pawtek, Ont., 
about 19 miles west of here. 

“There definitely is sabotage in 
this case,” Inspector W, G. Ingram, 
head of the provincial police here 
said, He added, however, that no 
arrests had been made in connec- 
tion with the case. 

Yesterday, Andrew Kosliuk, 58- 
year-old sectionman, reported he 
had been fired upon and wounded 
in the left shoulder while repair- 
ing a stretch of track which had 
been tampered with near Pawtek, a 
small flag station. 

He told poiice that 20 minutes 
before the westbound passenger 
train was due at the station he had 
discovered spikes had been remov- 
ed from about 50 feet of track. The 
train was flagged less than a mile 
from the damaged track. 

Inspector Ingram declined to dis- 
cuss details of the case but after 
confirming the report tft a num- 
ber of spikes had been removed 
from the tracks, he said: 

"There certainly was sabotage. 
That's definite.”

LONDON, May 31.—The 
French naval squadron of at 
least eight warships interned 
at Alexandria since the fall of 
France in 1940 has joined the 
Allies, a foreign office spokes- 
man announced today. 
The action gave promise of bol- 
stering Allied naval strength in 
the Mediterranean and further 
neutralizing the harbor -bound 
Italian fleet at a time when Brit- 
ish, Americen and French forces 
im North Africa are preparing 
for an expected invasion of south- 
ern Europe. ’ 
The foreign office spokesman 
said the gguadron had come over to 
the Allies of its own free will after 
negotiations conducted by Gen 
Henri Honore Giraud, French com- 
mander in North Africa. Giraud 
kept the British government fully 
informed of his progress, the 
spokesman added. 


SHIPS IN SQUADRON 

The French squadron, under the 
command of Vice-Admiral Rene 
Emil Godfroy, includes the 22,189- | 
ton battleship Lorraine; the eight- 
inch gun crusiers Suffren, 9,938 
tons, Duquesne and Tourville, both 
10,000 tons: the six-inch gun cruiser 
Duquay Trouin, 7,249 tons; three 
destroyers and one or more sub- 
marines, \ 

There probably will be some 
delay before the ships can be 
made battie-worthy again. Breech 
locks were removed from the 
guns when the warships were in- 
terned and only skeleton French 
crews have been stationed aboard 
them. However, since negotiations | 
have been in progress for some 
time, additional French officers 
and enlisted men may be en 
route. 

The foreign office spokesman'’s | 
announcement followed a Vichy 
radio report that the squadron had 
gone over to the Fighting French. 
Naval circles at first were dubious, 
since the Vichy station in the past 
has broadcast several such reports 
which proved false. 

The spokesman denied the Vichy 
assertion that the Freuch naval men | 
at Alexandria were “starved into 
submissioh.”

base, is between Attu and the 
Present American base on Am- 
Chitka Island. Attu is 198 statute 
miles to the west, and Amchitka is 
72 miles east. Japanese shipping 
will find it riisky business to try 
to supply the garrisons of perhaps 
10,000 men on Kiska. 

Attu was the first of the Aleu- 
tians seized by the Japanese last 
dune after their thrusts against 
Midway and Dutch Harbor failed. 


MAY BE WEEKS YET 

Observers believed it may be a 
mutter of weeks before .the last 
snipers are liquidated on Attu. 
They are well supplied with food 


and ammunition and are well en- 
trenched. | 


In what apparently was their | 
last-large-scale “attack, a navy 
communique reported that U.S. 
troops captured Fish Hook Ridge 
and swept down into Chichagof 
valley, The main Japanese force 
in the valley was al! but annihil- 
ated when it counter-attacked the 
American right flank. 


The communique did not men- 
tion the enemy detachment which 
has been holding out in the Lake 
Cories area north of Saran Bay, 
but it was considered likely that 
most of that group participated in 
the flank attack. 


NO AIR SUPPORT 


American forces, who began the 
invasion of Attu on May 11, fought 
what appeared to be the last im- 
portant battle without aerial sup- 
port, The communique sid that 
“unfavorable weather conditions 
prevented air operations"—a state- 
ment that has appeared frequently 
in communiques reporting on the 
Attu fighting and undoubtedly de- 
layed the cleanup. 

From now on, though, it is going 
to be American forces which have 
the weather advantage.

This was the reason why France 
was defeated and thet, as we all 
know, is “water over the dam.” 
But it is also the single and sole 
reason why the United Nations 
have thus far lost the war.

it was preconception that made 
Pearl Harbor possible (the Ameri- 
can Navy would blow the Japanese 
Navy out of the water in a week);

LESSON IS IMPORTANT 


I repeat, the lesson of France is 
important, for you can see the same 
lesson being repeated over and 
over again. You can start with the 
German operations against France 
and go right on down through the 
British operations against Rommel 
in the summer of 1942, and you will 
see the same picture of administra- 
tion wearing the mask and the gar- 
ments of strategy, of the calculable 
limping painfully behind the incal- 
culable, of generals who wait pat- 
iently for the assembling of over- 
whelming forces armed with per- 
fect weapons pitted against sar- 
donic capable ruffians whose only 
concern is the selection of the best 
spot in which to plunge the har- 
Poon. 

LESSON OF NORWAY 

When Hitler decided to put an 
abrupt end to the Sitzkrieg by the 
invasion of Norwry in the spring of 

the British received ample in- 
formation of his intentions in the 
shape of a German transport sunk 
off the coast of Norway. This Nazi 
landing forced was rescued and 
brought to London, and on being 
interviewed by British Intelligence 
officers, revealed in complete de-

WOEFULLY DEFICIENT 

In each case, a plan had been 
written to guarantee victory pro- 
vided always that Hitler moved 
within the frame-of-reference of 
the calculable. When he obstinately 
refuseu to do what was expected 
of him, the military means employ- 
ed to right the strategic balance 
proved woefully deficient. 

The United Nations got behind 
at Narvik. They have never yet 
caught up and the reason is 
simply this: Their strategy end 
tactics have been vitiated, emas- 
culated, their armies are frus- 
trated and their fleets te 
futility because of the blight of 
over-administration which is no- 
thing more than the desire of 
nations rich in military means to 
organize and utilize those means 

in order to take the risk out of 
war. 

So there is a lesson to be learned 
in Hitler's Scandinavian campaign. 
What was true of the campaign in 
Norway is even more true of the 
conduct of the war in Holland and 
Belgium, of the attack on France, 
on Jugoslavia, and on Greece, in- 
deed of the entire so-called “glob- 
al” strategy of the United Nations. 
Let us examine this now a little 
more closely. 

This is a global war in the sense 
that it is. being waged ih one way 
or another in every corner of the 
habitable globe. Historically, geo- 
Graphically, politically, economic- 
ally, even biologically, it is a global 
war, but strategically the whole 
business is simply a mare's-nest of 
ridiculous deadly nonsense. Ridic- 
ulous because the very expression 
“global war” is what logicians call 
a contradiction in terms. Deadly 
because, to the military’ experts 
who constantly advocate a dan- 
gerous dispersion of forces, it fur-

“This is a global war!” cry the 
naval pundits, excusing the loss of 
the Prince of Wales and Repulse on 
a mission that should have been 
recognized as futile, in the absence 
of land-based air power, by a child 
of ten. 

“This is a global war!" exclaimed 
the lords of our industrial jungle, 
excusing six months’ unwarranted 
delay in Yurnishing the Army with 
a certain gadget which, according to 
the able administrators of the Gen- 
eral Staff, it was absolutely neces- 
sary to have before a second front 
could be opened. ; 

The futile, wasteful, wholly un- 
Recessary attack on the Solomon 
Islands was explained in exactly 
the same way as the,tragic fajlure 
of the Dieppe raid. It was a global 
war whith sank the Quincy, Vin- 
cennes, and Astoria in the Pacific, 
and it was a global war which is 
holding up the bridge of boats 
across the Atlantic at the present 
time. 


THE MAIN OBJECTIVE 

Now the truth is that, speaking 
of war as war, there is no such 
thing as global war, world war, or 
even continental war. There are 
only convergence and dispersion of 
forces, the concentration or scat- 
tering of effectives, terrain occu- 
pied or given up to the enemy, 
battles won or battles lost. 

f you could win the sort of bat- 
tle that Mariborough fought at an 
obscure placed called Blenheim, 

you could win ea continent like 
North America. And if you could 
wage such a war es Foch waged 
on the Western Front in 1918, you 
could even win a world for e 
while— until the glittering poli- 
ticians got in with their “global” 
statecraft and lost it for you. 

What 1 am saying is that we have 
failed to win the war thus far be- 

cause we have failed signally to 
apply the principle upon which all 
successful war is based. We have 
failed to strike the enemy's main 
forces and destroy them. We have 
failed to let the accessories severe- 
ly alone. We have failed to realize 
the importance of Napoleon's 
maxim that these latter will fall on 
their own weight, when the main 
objective is achieved. 

In their happy innocence, rejoic- 
ing in the multiplicity, both of 
means and of opportunities, placed 
in their hands in bewildering pro- 
fusion, the leaders of the United 
Nations read in the handwriting on 
the wall the same inspiring exhor- 
tation which Gargantua placed on 
the portal of the Abbey of Thel- 
ema, “Fay ce que vouldras.” 

It was good fun while it lasted, 
but it is now time to put away the 
toys and get down to business or 
our necks are forfeit.

“(1) Social security measures 
such as family allowances, social) , 
insurance and minimum wages; 

“(2) Direct action to make pro- 
tective foods available free or at 
low prices to groups with inade- 
quate diets; 

“(3) Special measures for such 
groups as pregnant mothers, nurs- 
ing mothers, infants, children, aged 
persons, invalids and those with 
low pay.” 

TREMENDOUS TASK 

Another section of the confer- 
ence, charged with finding means of 
expanding food production, issued a 
report warning that before attempt- 
ing to raise the nutritional stand- 
ards of all peoples, the Allied 
nations must solve the tremendous 
task of meeting the food problems 
of the war and post-war periods. 
In these periods, attention must be 
given, it sald, to the problem of 
alleviating famine and hunger 
rather than improving diets.

Hon. Ernest C. Manning, by reason of 
his long and close association with Mr. Ab- 
erhart, was the logical’ choice as a suc- 
cessor to the late er. He brings to 
the task.a clearer understanding than any- 
one else can have of the policies to imple- 
ment which the Government was created, 
and in ca g on those’ policies he will be 
on thoroughly familiar ground. 

Mr, Manning has the advantage of be- 
ing still a young man. He has outstand- 
ing talents, is a brilliant speaker, and has 
to his credit a successful administrative 
record of eight years. Three years ago he 
was given a remarkable popular tribute, 
when elected as one of Edmonton’s mem- 
bers of the legislature by the largest maj- 
ority ever received by a candidate for that 
office. These are all high qualifications 
for the premiership, and while Mr. Aber- 
hart’s dynamic personality must make it 
difficult for any. successor to take his 
place, Mr. Manning undertakes the duties 
under very favoring circumstances.

Wheat seeding in 
the province is 85 per cent finished at the 
end of May, and about half the coarse grain 
crops have been sown. In town gardens few 
sown beds have made e showing, and ten- 
der plants have not been put out in most 
plots. Night frosts were the rule until a 
week ago, and temperatures are still sev- 
eral degrees below normal. As a further 

‘back, alfalfa and clover crops have 

ter-killed extensively on the farms, 
while grass on many city lawns suffered 
the same fate. 

From the standpoint of national wel- 
fare and war effort, there is no comfort in 
knowing that corresponding conditions 
have existed generally over Dominion. 
In Ontario and the maritimes the situation 
is reported to be even less satisfactory 
than on the prairies. Nature thus far has 
generally failed to co-operate in meeting 
the wartime requirements. But harvest- 
time is not here yet, and won't be for a good 
while. A late fall commonly compensates 
for a late spring, and may do so this year. 

Meanwhile the mora! is to sow a crop of 
some kind on every acre and garden patch 
possible. With the exception of wheat, the 
produce will all be needed six months from 
now.

Even those who have never gurveyed 
the ruins of a bombed area can envision 
what a dozen block-busters would do to 
even so widely scattered a city as Edmon- 
ton.

their off hours wherever they could find 
shelter of any kind.

The quicker 
and cheaper course will be to smash the 
war machine in Japan itself, as that of 
Germany is being smashed.

It becomes clear as the days go! 
by that there is a hope—a remote 
hope, perhaps, but still a hope— 


| that Germany can be brought to 


her knees without an acttal in- 
vasion of her soil. 

Mr. Churchill has given several 
hints along this line; and it would 
appear that the 
present heavy 
bombing of Ger- 
man territory is 
designed as 
something more 
than a mere 
softening-up pro- 
cess, something 
more definite 
than a mere pre- 
lude to invasion. 
There is a vague 
feeling that it 
might be a sub- Herold L. Weir 
stitute for invasion. 

And, so long as the present pro- 
gram of intensified bombing con- 
tinues. to deteriorate the Axis 
position, while our own position 
improves, the public will find 
every justification for a policy 
which appears to wish to postpone 
the costly and deadly invasion pro- 
cess so long as there is a possibil- 
ity of a German collapse without 
that desperate risk. 

R is obvious, of course, that in- 
vasion will not be postponed be- 
yond the point where the Allied 
raids cease to cause a progressive 
and considerable deterioration in 
German moralé and production. 


Collapse 

Mr. Churchill himself has indi- 
cated the possibility of a German 
military collapse, that is to say, a 
German defeat without an actual 
military seizure of German terri- 
tory. And we are justified, under 
the circumstances, in assuming that 
the United Nations are bent on try- 
ing that experiment—up to a point. 

What is the prospect of the suc- 
cess of such a campaign? In short, 
how long is the experiment of in- 
tensified raiding likely to go on 
before an invasion is started? 

It seems to me that the answer 
to that question lies in the informa- 
tion available about the manner 
in which the Germans are endur- 
ing these raids. Certainly, in- 
dustrial damage in the Reich is 
terrific and adds to our compara- 
tive mechanical superiority every 
day. 

Raymond Clapper, who writes 
interestingly in The Edmonton 
Bulletin from Sweden, throws valu- 
able light on the effect of intensi- 
fied bombing in Germany. Ger- 
man visitors to Sweden, he says, 
show no sign of panic as yet. But 
they do reveal a deep pessimism 
and a growing convicition that the 
Axis cannot win. Swedish observ- 
ers, who are in close touch with the 
Germans, declare that the Germans 
will crumple under this bombard- 
ment in less than a year. 

It is impossible to say that an 
invasion will not be necessary. But 
one can believe that the continued 
day-and-night bombardment may 
create a condition of incipient 
collapse in which the invasion will 
be a much less bloody and costly 
affair than we had believed. 


Italy 

Similar speculation arese this 
week in regard to Italy. Some ob- 
servers appeared to be confident 
that Italy could be knocked out of 
the war without a single Allied 
division landing on Italian soil. 

That, of course, is the plainly 
expressed hope of Mr. Churchill 
and Mr. Roosevelt. 

It has also been made clear that 
the assaults on Italy, if they point 
to an invasion of Italy, are mot in- 
tended so much to provide a corri- 
dor for general European invasion 
as to make Italy herself quit the 
war. In other words, there is small 
intention of marching through Italy 
into Europe. The idea geems to 
be to pound Italy into neutrality 
and thus deliver a mortal blow to 
Axis prestige and Axis morale. 

It is quite clear that Italy stands 
on the edge of some sort of an 
emotional crisis. Tension and 
nerve strain are apparent in every 
Italian utterance. And there seems 
to be unchecked discussion in that 
country about the possible abdica- 
tion of King Vittorio Emmanuele 
to make way for a government 
which could negotiate with the 
Allies without loss of too much na- 
tional face. 

The first suggestion was that the 
king should abdicate in favor of 
Crown Prince Umberto. And the 
present popularity of Umberto ap- 
peared to be attested by the fact 
that Mussolini this week, ap- 
parently to prevent the desertion 
of Italian soldiers had made Um- 
berto commander-in-chief of what 
ig left of his army. 


Abdicate 


But, later in the week, a paculiar 
rumor leaked out of Rome that, if 
Vittorio Emmanuele did abdicate, 
he would pass over his son Um- 
berto and quite the throne in favor 
of his grandson who is too young 
to be yet defiled with the Fascist 
pitch. 

I call this rumor peculiar be- 
cause, to my mind, it suggests a 
strange thought. It suggests the 
possibility that negotiations be- 
tween the Allies and Italy for 
peace are already going on through 
the Vatican. 

That would account for the ap- 
parent confidence of Mr. Churchill 
that Italy will seom quit the war. 
It would aecount for the visits to 
the Vatican of the excellent Arch- 
bishop Spellman of New York. It 
would account for the Holy 
Father's peace plans of recent 
months which seemed to have 
found untimely burial in Spain. It | 
would account for the fact that 
Spain's Franco, all ready to go to 
war for Hitler a few months ago, 
has grown strangely cold towards | 


only a pawn. The Savoys are an 
ancient family, but an unimportant 
one. They were merely petty 
princes until the Italian states 


; were incorporated into a nation a 


generation or 80 ago. 

I think we may look for startling 
and surprising developments in 
Italy within a very few weeks. 
There are sub-surface movements 
of which we have not been told. 


Tenacity 


Japanese troops are said to be 
making a stubborn resistance on 
the island of Attu in the Aleutians 
and to be dying in large numbers, 
refusing, under any circumstances, 
to surrender. 

This characteristic of the Japan- 
ese soldier has been noted before. 
Even in the beginning of the 
campaign, it was clear that these 
people would permit themselves to 
be slaughtered in droves before 
they would consent to capitulate. 

Since then, we have been told 
the reason for this. The Japanese 
who surreaders may never return 
to Japan. His name is stricken 
from the family roll. Both he and 
his family are considered to be dis- 
honored. On the other hand, the 
Japanese soldier who dies in bat- 
tle is practically deified at once. 

Now this practice and this 
philosophy may inculcate a fer- 
ocious courage in each Japanese 
soldier, just as the belief in an 
immediate translation to paradise 
used to give the Moslem soldier a 
reckless courage. But, just as it 
did in the case of the armies of 
the Crescent, this notion may in- 
crease the efficiency of the in- 
dividual soldier, but it decreases 
the efficiency of the entire army. 

It is an individual asset, but a 
tactical liability. 

Far from making the Japanese 
armies invincible, it makes them 
vulnerable. For, with this obses- 
sion, even minor battlefields be- 
come of first strategical importance 


thousands of lives in casual en- 
gagements that are hardly worth 
the fighting. It is an expensive 
form of warfare that will prove 
costly to the Japanese. 


Comintern 


Russia's unexpected diseolution 
of the Comintern, the international 
communist organization which 
aimed at the communization of the 
world, continued to provide food 
for frenzied speculation this week. 

It was hailed generally as a 
gesture of friendship towards the 
United Nations and as a guarantee 
that Russia had no further inten- 
tion in interfering with the politics 
of foreign nations. It was accepted 
as evidence of Marshal Stalin's 
wish to be regarded no longer as 
a mysterious and remote and per- 
haps menacing figure but just as 
one of the boys. 

Candidly, I don’t think it means 
anything of the kind. I don’t be- 
lieve there is the slightest evidence 
to show that Josef Stalin gives two 
hoots about the good will of any 
of the Unitéd Nations and their 
political problems. He knows too 
well that the Allies do not dare 
to cut off their stream of supplies 
while he holds more than 200 Ger- 
man divisions at bay before his 
armies. 


The dissolution of the Comin-. 
tern, however, is signilicant in two! 


respects: 

First, it indicates that Russia has 
entered upon a new phase in her 
development. Lenin conceived of 
Soviet Russia as the core and 


centre of an international political ! 


movement. Stalin . conceives of 
Russia in terms of national power. 

Lenin wanted to conquer the 
world by the force of an idea and a 
doctrine. 

Stalin prefers to have 
elbow her way to top position 
through the time-honored .tech- 
nique of diplomatic and ecdnomic 
conflict. 

And that brings us to what may 
be the second significance in the 
dissolution of the Comintern, 
namely this: 

That Josef. Stalin, who ,appears 
to be a blunt realist with infinitely 
more ability than we thought he 
had, has come to the conclusion 
that it is silly and wasteful to try 
to take by guile what can be taken 
far more easily by force. .

No man can endow his widow or 
minor children with the talents 
and experience out of the use” of 
which he earns a living and sup- 
ports them.

And 
under the present taxation system, 
the state steps into the funeral and 
takes away the accumulation of his 
past year’s earnings. 

The President does not want the 
remission of taxes for the very 
rich. If Congress would consider 
the differences in types of income, 
perhaps a solution could be found. 

The very highest incomes, which 
furnish the very highest propor- 
tional taxes, are not earned in- 
comes. They are incomes from in- 
terest and dividends on invested 
wealth. Nobody in the United 
States earns a million dollars a 


year by his own energies, though 


a number derive incomes to that 
amount from inherited or accumu- 
lated wealth. Under the taxes of 
the last.ten years, not the highest 
salary its a man to “save” a 
fortune. If he has one he has got- 
ten it by inheritance, speculation, 
or profits, 


Pay-As-You-Go 

I see no reason for a pay-as-you- 
go arrangement for incomes 
derived from capital investments, 
for they continue regardless of the 
fate of the person. 

But everybody working for a liv- 
ing, whether his work brings him 
three thousand or a hundred thou- 
sand dollars a year, ought, at long 
last, to be given a chance to catch 
up with the sheriff. 

Decent responsible Americans 
are made miserable and wretched 
by the weight of debts. They don't 
mind paying taxes, but they find 
the presence of a continual sword 
over their heads intolerable. They 
want to be able to balance their 
budgets at the end of every year, 
Under the present system, the fear 
ef illness, which might Incapaci- 
tate them for six months or 8 year, 
beeomes neurotic in its intensity, 
for such an illness would be an 
unmitigated financial catastrophe. 

. Except for money deriving from 

taxes on interest and dividends, 
the treasury would lose nothing 
from the adoption of a pay-as-you- 
go plan, except, in the future, that 
last few dollars collected, like a

necessary. To make the tax system 
more rational and transparent by 
connecting it immediately with the 
earning of the money—so much 
for me, and so much of the govern- 
ment—would greatly quiet. discon- 
tent. It would unburden precisely 
that part of the population who 
create the wealth of America, 
namely the workers—whether they 
work for small salaries or whether 
their talents and energies earo 
them large ones. 

Then, at long last, we might 
change the phrase, “as sure as 
death and taxes” to “as sure as 
life and taxes”. We could look 
forward serenely, to working and 
paying, and dying} solvent.

Province Has 
Maps Showing 
Hopper Areas 


Alberta bpper of agricul- 
ture has distributed maps show- 
ing likely areas in the province 
for outbreaks of grasshopper 
plagues, it was announced 
Thursday. The maps are posted in 
the offices of municipalities, dis- 
trict agriculturists, and grain ele- 
vators throughout the “grasshop- 
per areas.” 

These forecast maps show three 
large areas where moderate out- 
breaks are expected this year, and 
within these areas, smaller sec- 
tions where severe conditions will 
develop unless exceptional grow- 
ing conditions prevail. 

Farmers are urged to acquaint 
themselves with the contro! infor- 
mation on these posters, and to 
communicate any “onimous evi- 
dence” of grasshopper population to 
their municipal secretaries prompt- 
ly. 


J, L, Eaglesham, supervisor of 
pest control in Alberta, expects the 
hatching of grasshopper eggs to be- 
come general about June 1 this 
year. 

It is expected the grasshopper 
plagues this year will centre along 
the bisneiair border.

Urges Farmers 
To Make Known 
Needs For Help 


Alberta farmers who wish the 
help of high school boys during 
the peak farming season this 
summer are urged py O. S$. Long- 
man, deputy minister of agri- 
culture, to register their needs 
with district agriculturists im- 
mediately. 

Officials of National Selective 
Service are registering,boys and 
girls of high school age who will 
be available for employment dur- 
ing the summer months, and these 
will be allocated to industry and 
agriculture. 

Mr. Longman points out that in- 
dustry, both in Alberta and else- 
where, is anxious to get student 
help during the summer, and it 
will be impossible to hold student 
help for the farms indefinitely, in 
view of the demand of other in- 
dustries. 

The district agriculturists will 
pass the farmers’ needs of student 
help along to the selective service 
department of the Dominion gov- 
ernment. But, it is emphasized, if 
the farmers do not place their or- 
ders for help, and make definite 
arrangements prior to closing of 
the schools on June 30, it will not 
be possible to retain this source 
of help for agriculture, and those 
available will be placed elsewhere. 


TO TRAIN BOYS 

Inexperienced boys who wish to 
work on farms will be trained for 
the work, under plans made by the 
department of agriculture, in con- 
junction with the Dominion-Pro- 
vincial Youth Training ‘Plan, Mr‘ 
Longman says. There are two 
methods of training proposed 

In the first case, a three-week 
training period as an apprentice on 
a farm is proposed. Under the sec- 
ond plan, boys would be placed in 
schools specially designed to give 
training in various farm jobs, such 
as the operation of tractors and 
other machinery, harnessing and 
driving horses, and stooking. 

Under the apprenticeship method, 
the trainee will be paid an allow- 
ance from youth training funds, 
and the farmer will be responsible 
for board, room and washing. At 
the conclusion of the training, the 
boy will be paid going wages, by 
agreement with the farmer. 


LARGEST SOURCE 


Department of agriculture offi- 
cials point out that the high school 
student group presents the largest 
and most available source for extra 
labor needed during harvesting 
and threshing. 

The provincial government, at 
the last session of the legislature, 
extended the school holiday this 
year to three and a half months, to 
make the students available during 
the harvesting period. In 1944, the 
holidays will not start until August, 
and.will eatend into October.

Patterns | And Mine

Measles, mumps and whoop- 
ing cough seem te be running like 
wildfire through neighborhoeds 
and families these days. The only 
brightness in this rashy, swollen- 
up, coughy gloom is thet it is 
coming en summer and nothing | 


seems quite as terrible or lests as 
long when the sun is out and the 
air caresses the skin. 

Measles starts as if it were a 
common cold. The throat almost al- 
ways is sore, the eyes red and there 
is sneezing and coughing and often 
vomiting. In two to five days the 
rash appears and it may run to- 
gether until it covers virtually the 
whole skin. It is a rough, pimply 
rash, not a fine prickly one as in 
scarlet fever. 

Children should be put te bed 
with a cold when measies is epi- 
@emic and kept there until the 
cold is better or the rash has ap- 
peered and mede the diagnosis 
positive. Seft foods, ne bright 
lights to irritate the sore eyes, 
and frequent sponge baths with ea 
sode water solution, will keep the 
child comfortable. 

Ask the doctor about convales- 
cent serum to lighten the severity 
of the disease, This is a great boon 
to the child sufferer and as an agent 
to prevent the other children in the 
household from having the disease 
severely. 

Whooping cough begins and ends 
with coughing. That cough may 
sound dry and harmless at first but 
it goes on and ou until there is a 
tendency to spasms in which the 
drawn-in breath makes a crowing, 
whooping sound. During the worst 
of the paroxysms of coughing it is 
hard to keep food down and child- 
ren may have to be fed lightly six 
times a day and always after a spell 
of vomiting. 

The shots to prevent or decrease 
the severity of the disease are in- 
creasingly in use. They usually are 
given between the ninth and 
twelfth months as a preventative, or 
to any child who is suspected of 
having the disease. The miserable 
part of whooping cough is the 
length of it, three months, it may 
be, from beginning to end. 

Mumps isn’t as easily caught as 
are the other diseases and seldom 
is as serious if the child is well 
cared for. It starts with pain in 
chewing and a swelling under the 
ear and in a day there is a fever and 
more swelling and pain, It is at its 
worst in about three days and 
should be better in five. Warmth, 
quiet, liquid foods and hot or coid 
compresses, whichever seem most 
soothing to the child, are the usual 
treatment, though some doctors ad- 
vise no compresses at all. 

Don't be. looking for symptoms, 
or you'll be sure to find them, but 
do be alert and most cautious about 
saying comfortably, “Oh, it’s just a 
cold.” 

A little precaution and a con- 
science about sending your child 
out to infect other children would 
prevent @uch a rapid spread of 
these communicable diseases.

You may think it odd that I am 
showing you only the spade suit to- 
day, but I think in this way I can 
bring out the point of the play more 
clearly. The declarer’s problem is 
to lose as few spade tricks as pos- 
sible. You will agree that his cor- 
rect play is to lead the three of 
spades from his own hand (South). 
Naturally West will play the four- 
spot, and now the declarer finesses 
the jack. The natural! play for East 
to make is the five-spot, but his cor- 
rect play is to false-card and play 
the nine (not the ten.) 
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Now the declarer will come back 
to his own hand. Figuring that East 
held the nine and ten blank, and 
having already located the king in 
the West hand, South will lead the 
queen, hoping to have West cover 
with the king and to drop the ten- 
spot from the East hand—and there- 
by lose no spade tricks. Of course 
West covers with the king and 
dummy plays the ace, but East 
plays the five-spot, and his ten is 
good. 

If East does not false-card with 
the nine, declarer will cash the 
ace, West's king falls, and the en- 
tire spade suit is good.

WASHINGTON—I had a visitor 
this morning who came to talk on a 
subject which must be troubling a 
great ‘many people.’ This woman 
said she knew many people, par- 
ticularly women, who had lost their 
sons in this war, and who felt that 
they must have something to say 
about the kind of peace which will 
be made at the end of it. 


She felt sure that the people as a 
whole understood quite well that 
during the war, meetings of the 
leaders had to be held where no 
publicity was allowed at the time. 
People were only told afterwards 
what had happened. But, the vast 
majority of people had such a 
sense of personal responsibility, 
that they could not be satisfied un- 
less they felt that their leaders 
would give them the benefit of such 
facts as had a bearing on the after- 
war period. Then they could allow 
the people to register their feelings, 
so that the preliminaries for peace 
would really be shaped in con- 
junction with the people. 

This is no easy thing to work out, 
and yet there is a germ of some- 
thing here that needs to be studiéd. 
A democracy can never succeed un- 
less each individual takes responsi- 
bility for his action, its policies and 
the representatives he elects. Yet, 
many citizens feel helpless to un- 
derstand those policies and to regis- 
ter their desires while they are 
being formulated and before they 
are fixed. Some of the machinery 
for doing this in the important days 
ahead should be built up. I write 
this so that you may think about it, 
just as this woman's visit started me 
thinking. 

T have a letter from someone who 
really has faced a difficult problem, 
which may face a great many other 
“victory gardners.” This family ob- 
tained permission to plant a vacant 
lot adjoining their home. The own- 
er was not using it and evidently 
had no objection to giving his per- 
mission, but something must have 
come up to change his mind. Just 
as everything was beginning to 
grow, he decided that he wished to 
use the lot. 

Our poor gardners were not only 
disappointed in their visions of 
future produce, but lost the op- 
portunity of finding another plot, in 
addition to the money and the time 
they had put into this garden. The 
owner had agreed to let them plant 
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the garden without paying any 
rent, but when he decided that he 
needed the land, he told them that 
if they paid $25 a month, he would 
not plow up their garden. Needless 
to say, the price was too high. It 
seems to me this little tale points to 
the need for some regulation to pro- 
tect both parties.

The cause of the ges formation 
must bé investigated, understood 
and removed, before the Uisap- 
pearance of this unpleasant symp. 

Some of the 
main causes of flatulence are: over- 
eating of any kind of food; improp- 
er combinations of food; the use of 
an excess of starches and sugars; 
eating when tired; eating too rap- 
idly; and the use ef food whieh may 


be gas-formi such as garlic, 
onions, ccok cabbage, dried 
beans, etc. 


Diseasé of the gastro-intestinal 
tract is also capable of causing con- 
tinued flatulence, whether this is 
colitis, prolapsus, inflamation of the 
stomach (or gestritis), or some 
other condition. Purely functional 
troubles such as nervous indiges- 
tion ard constipation may also 
cause misery from gas. 

Some form of fasting treatment 
is usually indicated in the treaiment 
of excessive gas, in order to cleanse 
the entire alimentary tract in a 
thorough manner. Often succéss in 
banishing the gas pressure will 
come from using the fast when it 
will come in no other way. 


During the fast, the digestive 
juices which are often improperly 
balanced in those with flatulence, 
will often adjust themselves and 
after the fast is completed will be 
found in proper proportion te each 
other. 


After the short fast it is necessery 
to adopt the strictest dietetic regi- 
men, and the patient must continue 
for a long time to avoid these foods 
which ferment easily. Under no 
circumstances should the patient 
who is seeking a cure, use a food 
which is seasoned with onion or 
Garlic, and it is a good plan to avoid 
entirely all cooked cabbage and 
baked beans. The addition of these 
foods to an otherwise perfect meal 
may produce large quanties of gas 
in those having any tendency to- 
ward flatulence. 

I must urge you also, to be par- 
ticularly careful about taking 
enough time for your méals and 
generally this is best brought about 
by masticating the food very 
thoroughly and swallowing it in 
small quanties, enjoying the taste of 
every bite. When eating rapidly 
you will notice that you often swale 
low a large amount of air with the 
foed, and this when added to the 
air already in the stomach; will dis- 
tend the abdomen and make you 
feel uncomfortable, 

Tt is also advisabie not to eat 
when tired if you are bothered by 
gas to any extent. The tired body 
needs rest‘and not food. Lie dewn 
and relax for thirty minutes and 
then take your meal.

Great 
as our sense of loss may be, it 
is as nothing compared to the loss 
his wife and daughters have sus- 
tained. 

“It is our hope and prayer today 
that the knowledge of our sym- 
pathy, may in some small measure 
help to heal their hurt and comfort 
them in this hour of sorrow. And 
where human sympathy fails, we 
commend them to Him, whose 
compassion like his love is bound-| 
less and unfailing.

After all, there are only two 
answers to this mystery of death, 
because. there are fundamentaily 
only two philosophies about it. The 
first is the philosophy of material- 
ism, im any one or al! of its many 
forms. A faith, if one can call it 
such, of futility and despair.

Care of Meat in the 
Home 


FRESH MEAT received from 
the store should be removed 
from the wrapper immed- 
jately unless waxed paper 
has been used, as ordinary 
paper left around meat ab- 
sorbs the juices. The meat 
should be wiped with a damp 
cloth (never washed, as some 
of the natural juices are lost 
in washing) and stored in a 
shallow utensil, uncovered or 
lightly covered with waxed 
paper, in the coldest part of 
the refrigerator. Forty to 45 
degrees F. is a safe temp- 
erature for meat. Uncooked 
meat is not covered tightly as 
a certain amount of surface 
drying is desirable to retard 
the growth of bacteria. 


CHOPPED MEAT, because 
it is finely divided, is es- 
pecially susceptible to spoil- 
age and should not remain 
uncooked for any length of 
time. 


COOKED MEAT, because the 
surface has been dried during 
cooking, should be covered 
when placed in the re- 
frigerator to prevent further 
drying. Cooked meat should 
be placed under refrigeration 
as soon as possible; do not 
wait until it is thoroughly 
cooled. 


HAM, BACON AND ALL 
OTHER SMOKED MEATS 
should be kept in.a dark, cold 
place. When preparing bacon 
remove from the refrigerator 
only the amount to be used; if 
it is removed from the re- 
frigerator and allowed to 
stand at room temperature, 
its keeping qualities will be 
lessened.
